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RECIPROCAL  AGGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE 
STATE  OF  ALABAMA  AND  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 


WHEREAS,  the  undersigned  officials  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  State  of  Alabama  are 
authorized  by  statue  to  make  reciprocal  agreements  on  behalf  of  each  of  said  States^  it  is 
therefore  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  States  as  follows  to-wit: 

PARAGRAPH  lo  This  Agreement  as  of  the  date  of  its  execution  terminates  and  cancels  all 
agreements  made  by  the  contracting  parties  heretofore o 

PARAGRAPH  2o  This  Agreement  shall  apply  only  to  persons^  firms  and  corporations<,(who 
are  now  legal  residents^,  or  who  hereafter  may  become  legal  residents  of  either  of  the  said 
reciprocating  States )5  and  who  are  authorized  to  engage^,  or  are  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
motor  vehicles  duly  licensed  in  the  State  which  is  a  party  to  this  Agreement  and  of  which 
the  owner  is  a  legal  resident,, 

PARAGRAPH  3o  Private  automobiles  not  operated  for  hire  and  duly  licensed  in  the  State 
of  which  the  owner  and  operator  is  a  legal  resident  shall  be  allowed  to  operate  in  the  other 
reciprocating  States  for  a  period  of  thirty  days^.  without  the  payment  of  any  fees  or  license 
tax^  provided^,  however,  that  the  establishment  of  a  domicile  or  temporary  place  of  abodec,  or 
being  gainfully  employed  within  the  State  vrf:iere  the  vehicle  is  not  registered  for  a  consec- 
utive period  of  thirty  days^  shall  be  deemed  the  establishment  of  a  residence  within  said 
State  for  the  purpose  of  motor  vehicle  registration <, 

PA.RAGRAPH  4,o  Owners  of  trucks^,  truck  tractors^  and  semi=trailers  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  actual  property  of  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  may  operate  the  same  into  the 
other  State^  party  to  this  Agreement,  without  the  payment  of  any  fees  or  license  tax^  pro- 
videdy  however^  when  the  resident  of  either  reciprocating  State  shall  establish  a  place  of 
business  or  become  engaged  in  intrastate  commerce  within  such  other  State^  all  motor  vehicles 
so  operated  shall  be  registered  by  the  owner  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  in  which  such  business  is  located« 

PARAGRAPH  3o  Motor  vehicles,  including  trucks.,  truck  tractors,  and  semi-trailers  trans= 
porting  property  for  hire  and/or  compensation  may  be  operated  in  both  states  parties  to  this 
Agreement,  without  limitations  as  to  number  of  trips^  and  without  the  payment  of  any  fees,  ad 
valorem  taxes,  license  taxes  or  mileage  taxes  whatsoever.:,  vdien  the  owner  thereof  engages  only 
in  interstate  commerce  in  the  State  granting  reciprocity  to  that  of  his  domicile^  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  6  and  7© 

PARAGRAPH  6o  Owners  of  motor  vehicles  used  under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  S^  oper= 
ating  into  or  through  Alabama  shall  be  required  to  register  their  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission permit  and  a  copy  of  their  property  damage  and  liability  insurance  with  the  Alabama 
Public  Service  Commission  for  vdiich  there  will  be  no  fee  imposed  by  the  Commission<,  Also^ 
each  motor  vehicle  operating  into  or  through  the  State  of  Alabama  will  be  required  to  have 
displayed  thereon  an  identification  plate  furnished  by  the  Commission  upon  application<, 
said  identification  plate  good  for  the  life  of  the  vehicle  so  long  as  displayed  thereon  xd.ll 
be  furnished  free  by  the  Commission  upon  application,, 

PARAGRAPH  7o  It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto 
that  the  Department  of  Revenue  of  the  State  of  Alabama  retains  the  right  to  require  all  motor 
carriers  entering  the  State  subject  to  Paragraph  $,-,  tohave  displayed  on  each  vehicle  a  wind- 
shield reciprocal  permit  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  Alabama  mileage  trip  tickets^  said  permit  to 
be  furnished  by  the  State  Department  of  Revenue  without  cost  upon  application  for  each  vehicle 
that  has  been  properly  registered  with  the  Alabama  Public  Service  Commission^ 

PARAGRAPH  Bo  This  Agreement  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the  operation  of  motor 
vehicles  upon  the  highways  of  these  States  in  excess  of  the  maximum  weighty  lengthy  or  height 
allowed  by  the  laws  of  such  State  in  which  such  vehicle  is  being  operated^  or  contrary  to  any 
other  pr6visions  of  law.,  safety  rules  and  regulations « 

PARAGRAPH  9^  This  Agreement  may  be  annulled  thirty  days  after  notice  by  either  recip- 
rocating State  to  the  other©

In  response  to  your  letter  of  March  21  please  be  advised  th^t  the  California  Vehicle  Code 
authorizes  reciprocity  to  the  same  extent  that  Californians  iinder  like  conditions  are  allowed 
operation  on  California  license  plates© 

From  the  tenor  of  your  letter  it  would  appear  that  Montana  now  has  a  similar  lawo  From  a 
practical  standpoint,  therefore^  it  would  seem  to  the  writer  that  it  is  not  necessary  for 
Montana  or  California  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  one  another  but  that  we  confirm  with  one 
another  the  extent  to  i^ich  for  ^practical  purposes  we  should  extend  reciprocityo 

I  enclose  herewith  a  set  of  our  reciprocity  charts  now  in  effect  in  California©  I  would  thank 
you  to  examine  them  insofar  as  Montana  is  concerned  and  advise  me  as  to  those  items  that  you 
feel  reciprocity  should  be  extended©  It  is  my  belief  that  reciprocity  should  be  agreed  upon 
insofar  as  the  first  five  columns  are  concerned o  It  should  be  noted  that  the  last  column  is 
ineffective  in  view  of  the  fact  that  California  does  not  issue  a  non-resident  permit  any 
longer o 

I  take  this  opportujiity  to  commend  the  State  of  Montana  in  assisting  in  this  logical  approach 
in  the  elimination  of  interstate  barriers©

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  16^  1952^  with  regard  to  registration  changes  in  the  Montana 
Motor  Vehicle  Code^  we  wish  to  advise  you  that  the  last  session  of  our  legislature  enacted  a 
nev/  Gross  Vehicle  Weight  Tax  Law©  We  are  enclosing  a  copy  of  this  law  for  you^  reference. 

We  wish  to  advise  you  that  this  law  has  provisions  for  reciprocity  in  compliance  with  the  law 
that  was  enacted  on  reciprocity  back  in  1947a  However^  we  find  that  most  of  the  state  had  a  road 
tax  or  a  ton  mile  tax  which  they  are  iinable  to  grant  recinrocity  on*  In  these  particular  cases 
where  we  are  unable  to  get  rec:.procity  with  these  states  that  have  the  road  tax  or  ton  mile  tax^ 
we  feel  that  it  is  only  fair  that  the  truckers  from  those  particular  states  pay  our  gross 
vehicle  weight  tax. 

Therefore,  it  would  appear  that  Colorado  operators  would.be  required  topay  the  gross  vehicle 
weight  tax  as  set  forth  in  the  law^  since  our  Montana  operators  are  required  to  pay  tax  in 
Colorado  of  two  mills  per  ton  mile. 

Also,,  our  reciprocity  on  license  plates  ^s  unr.hansed.  and  we  will  be  able  to  continue  recip- 
rocity with  your  state  if  this  mee^os  with  your  approval. 

We  are  at  the  present  time  in  the  process  of  renegotiating  all  of  our  reciprocal  agreements. 
If  you  feel  the  procedure  outlined  above  is  fair  and  equitable^  we  may  consider  this  as  a 
formal  agreement*  Would  you  kindly  advise  at  your  earliest  convenience  if  this  will  be  satis- 
factory 9

Connecticut  hasc,  for  several  years^  extended  the  reciprocal  privileges  listed  below  to  the  resi- 
dents of  all  state  which  we  presximed  granted  substantially  similar  privileges  to  non-resident 
owners  of  Connecticut  registered  vehicles ^ 

We  offer  the  following  as  a  statement  of  reciprocity  privileges  that  can  be  extended  to  Montana 
resident  So  A  statement  from  you  indicating  to  what  extent  you  can  legally  recinrncate  wo^lld  be 
more  acceptable  to  us  than  a  formal  agreements  May  we  hear  from  you  at  your  convenience  regard== 
ing  this  reciprocity  plan*  ' 

(1)  Registration  Private  Passenger  Cars?  Unlimited  while  owner  or  operator  is  visiting  or  on 
vacation.  If  the  owner  or  operator  accepts  employment  or  engages  in  a  trade^,  profession  or  occu- 
pation in  this  State  for  a  period  of  more  than  six  month  in  any  year^  registration  is  required^ 
except  that  if  the  owner  maintains  residence  in  his  home  state  and  commutes  to  work  in  Connect- 
icut reciprocity  is  unlimited.  Any  foreign  corporation  authorized  to  do  busi;ness  in  this  State 
and  who  ordinarily  keeps  their  motor  vehicles  in  thisState  in  connection  with  their  place  of 
business  in  Connecticut  is  required  to  register.  An  owner  who  is  in  the  armed  forces  and  is 
stationed  in  Connecticut  may  operate  under  registration  of  resident  State  untilexpiration  of 
registrstion  and  may  renew  his  resident  State  registration  if  still  stationed  in  Connecticut . 

(2)  Registration  Private  Trucks^  Trailers  and  Tractors  with  Semi=-Trailers  carrying  owner ^s 
own  property^  wares  or  merchandises  Unlimited  operation  traveling  into  or  through  Connecticut 
or  picking  up  a  load  to  take  out  of  the  State. 

(3)  Common  Carrier  Bussess  May  be  operated  into  or  through  Connecticut  on  chartered  trips. 

(4)  Taxicabss  May  be  operated  into  or  through  Connecticut  on  occasional  trips. 

(5)  Other  for  Hire  Passenger  Cars  With  or  Without  a  Drivers  May  be  operated  into  or  through 
Connecticut  on  occasional  trips. 

(6)  Common  and  Contract  Trucks.,  Trailers  and  Tractor  Semi-Trailers s  May  be  operated  inter= 
state  in  Connecticut  if  Equipment  conforms  to  legal  requirements  for  Connecticut  registered 
vehicles  and  size  and  weight  do  not  exceed  the  limits  given  below.,  but  must  obtain  Public 
Utilities  interstate  permit  and  P„  Uo  C  Distinguishing  plates.  Intrastate  operation  requires 
that  the  vehicle  be  registered  in  Connecticut  and  intrastate  authorityand  distinguishing 
plates  must  be  obtained  from  P<,  U^  C  The  annual  charge  for  distinguishing  plates  is  $5<»00 
per  vehicle.  The  Connecticut  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  no  authority  to  reciprocate 

on  Public  Utility  matters. 

{7^       Ouerator's  Licenses  An  operator  properly  licensed  in  his  resident  State  may  operate 

a  motor  vehicle  in  Connecticut  regardless  of  v^ere  the  vehicle  is  registered  provided  that  the 

resident  State  of  the  operator  grantslike  privileges  to  Connecticut  operators. 

Sizes  and  Weights s  ' 

The  maxxmum  gross  weight  of  a  commercial  vehicle  is  50,000  pounds  '^  f  a  vehicle  with  three 
axles  or  a  combination  of  vehicles  and  trailer  or  semi-trailer  with  a  total  of  three  or  more 
axles  and  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires*^^  with  the  following  provisionss 

The  weight  on  any  axle  of  a  three-axles  single  vehicle  or  three-=axled  combination  of 
vehicles  shall  not  exceed  22^400  pounds.,  or  in  case  of  axles  spaced  less  than  six  feet  apart^r, 
18^000  pounds. 

For  gross  weight  of  over  40^00  pounds  but  not  exceeding  45nOOO  poundSj  there  shall  be 
a  minimum  of  10  tires^  minimum  size  10.00  x  20.  For  gross  weight  of  over  45<)000  pounds  the 
minimum  is  10  tires  with  10.00  x  20  on  the  steering  axle  and  a  minimum  of  11. On  x  20  on  all 
other  axles.  The  maximum  gross  weight  permitted  on  a  two--axled  vehicle  is  32^,000  pounds. 

The  maximum  overall  length  of  a  single  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  is  45  feet| 
the  maximum  overall  width  for  all  vehicles  is  18  feet  6  inches  5  and  the  maximiim  overall 
height  is  12  feet  6  inches.

Our  legal  definition  of  residents  as  copied  from  the  statutes  is  given  below: 

"Resident,  for  the  purpose  of  registration  of  motor  vehicles^  shall  include  any  person  having 
a  legal  residence,  or  any  person  carrying  on  a  business  in  an  occupation  for  more  than  six 
months  in  any  yearo  in  this  State,,  or  any  person^  firm  or  corporation  owning  or  leasing  any 
commercial  motor  vehicle  used  or  operated  in  intrastate  business  in  this  State^  or  any  firm  or 
corporation   having  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  in  this  Stateo  Any  resident  of

Your  letter  of  March  28^,   addressed  to  Superintendent  Voelker  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department 
has  been  referred  to  this  department  for  attention  and  reply  in  connection  with  your  inquiry 
concerning  commercial  carriers  operating  in  interstate  commerce^  Please  be  advised  that  such 
operators  hauling  for  hire  in  interstate  commerce^  and  making  only  irregular  trips  into  or 
through  the  State  of  Kansas^  are  not  required  to  obtain  regular  operating  authority  from  this 
Coramission© 

Such  operators  merely  clear  through  the  Port  of  Entry  and  pay  the  mileage  tax  on  the  loaded 
miles  which  they  will  be  traveling  in  Kansas.,  and  a  trip  permit  is  issued  right  at  the  Port 
of  Entry,  Such  operators  should^,  of  course^  carry  with  them  on  the  vehicle^,  adequate  evid- 
ence of  insurance  coverage  clearly  indicating  that  such  coverage  extends  to  operations  while 
in  the  State  of  Kansas <,  This  coverage  must  be  written  by  a  company  authorized  to  write  such 
coverage  in  this  state. 

In  Kansas^  operating  fees  are  not  all  included  in  the  license  plate  or  tag  fee„  All  Kansas 
operators  must  buy  a  license  plate  but  in  addition  they  pay  a  gross  ton  mileage  tax  based  up- 
on the  nature  and  extent  of  their  operations^  and  must^  of  course,,  obtain  proper  operating 
authority  under  the  Motor  Carrier  Law  of  the  state.  Out  of  state  operators  making  only  occ- 
asional trips  into  the  state^  do  not  have  to  obtain  any  operating  authority  from  this  Comm- 
ission and  do  not  have  to  meet  any  of  the  usual  requirements  pertaining  to  the  filing  of 
applications^  obtaining  of  contract  permits  or  common  carrier  certifications^  etc*,,  as  the 
case  might  be^  andc,  as  Mr»  Voelker  has  undoubtedly  advised  you^  they  do  not  have  to  purchase 
license  plates  in  this  state «  Such  operators  do  pay  the  gross  ton  mileage  tax  the  same  as 
the  Kansas  operators  pay„  however^,  and  are  issued  special  trip  permits  right  at  the  port  as 
they  enter  the  state. 

Carriers  in  Kansas  or  from  any  other  state,^  merely  operating  their  trucks  hauling  their  own 
property  in  their  own  vehicle  and  for  their  own  use.,  and  under  circumstances  where  the  pro-= 
perty  is  not  being  hauled  for  sale  or  resale,,  operate  in  an  entirely  exempt  manner  in  so  far 
as  the  Motor  Carrier  Law  of  Kansas  is  concerned©  They  are  simply  exempt  under  our  Motor 
Carrier  Statute.  It  is  my  understanding  that  such  trucks  from  out  of  state,  so  long  as  they 
are  operating  into  or  through  Kansas  in  interstate  commerce^^  are  not  required  to  obtain 
Kansas  license  plates  andj,  of  courser,  would  not  be  reauired  to  pay  mileage  tax  because  the 
same  exemptions  i4iich  apply  to  a  Kansas  truck  apply  equally  to  a  truck  from  any  other  state » 
Such  truck  should^,  however^  clear  through  the  port  of  entry  in  order  to  establish  the  ex- 
empt nature  of  the  operations  and  obtain  an  exempt  clearance.

We  wish  to  check  with  you  in  order  to  be  up-to-^date  with  respect  to  the  degree  of  recip=- 
rocity  that  may  be  enjoyed  between  Minnesota  and  your  state.  Our  reciprocity  law  remains 
the  same  as  it  has  been  for  several  years  except  for  very  minor  amendment  provided  by  our 
legislature  in  its  recent  session.  Feeling  that  we  can  give  you  a  clearer  understanding 
of  our  law^   we  enclose  a  little  phamphlet  "Foreign  Motor  Vehicles  in  Minnesota"^  which 
not  only  sets  forth  the  law  as  you  see  it  there  in  italics^  but  also  our  interpretation  of 
the  law  as  we  administer  ito  The  minor  aamendmerit  to  which  we  refer  was  to  provide  that  a 
Minnesota  owned  vehicle  whose  domicile  is  in  a  foreign  state  or  province  where  it  is  leg- 
ally licensed  londer  the  laws  of  that  state  or  province  may  occasionally  be  operated  into 
Minnesota  without  becoming  subject  to  the  registration  tax  in  Minnesota  even  tho  its  owner 
is  a  resident  of  Minnesota,  This  exemption^  however,  will  apply  only  if  the  foreign  state 
or  province  does  likewise  for  one  of  its  vehicles  that  may  be  domiciled  and  registered  in 
Minnesota, 

Can  you  reciprocate  with  Minnesota  on  the  basis  of  our  law  including  this  amendment  ?

Pursuant  to  and  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  their  respective  states^  the  State  of  Texas 
ana  "one  State  of  Montana,  acting  by  and  through  their  lawful  authorized  officials  to  execute 
this  agreement  (,  do  mutually  agree  as  follows  s 

I,   It  is  provided  that  this  agreement  applies  only  to  the  requirement  for  licensing  of 
vehicles^  and  shall  not  relieve  any  non-resident  operator  or  owner  of  such  vehicles  from  com- 
plying with  all  other  laws  and  regulations  exercised  by  either  state  under  their  respective 
statutes  for  common  and  contract  carriers;  and  shall  aplly  only  to  bona  fide  residents  of  the 
herein  contracting  states o  It  is  further  provided  that  no  non-residents  of  Texas  or  Montana 
shall  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  this  -reciprocal  agreement  by  the  licensing  of  their 
vehicles  in  either  state  without  having  become  a  bona  fide  resident  of  Texas  or  Montana o 

II  o  Any  person^,  firm  or  corporation  thatves  legally  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  agree- 
ment^  on  the  1st  day  of  April^  1947>  shall  not  receive  the  benefits  of  this  agreement  if  he 
moves  his  legal  residence^  principal  and  general  office  from  either  state  to  the  other  imtil 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  he  becomes  a  legal  resident  and  opens  his 
principal  and  general  office  in  the  state  into  vi*iich  he  has  moved o  It  is  further  provided 
that  no  dissolution  or  reorganization  under  which  the  old  person^  firmp  corporation,  family 
or  entity  attempts  to  operate  under  a  new  or  similar  trade  or  corporate  name^  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  benefits  of  this  agreement  if  the  new  organization  moves  from  either 
state  to  the  other  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  f  rom  t  he  date  new  organization  or 
entity  becomes  a  legal'  resident  and  opens  his  principal  and  general  office  in  the  State  into 
which  he  has  moved <> 

III.  PRIVATE  PA33EN0ER  CARS 

Passenger  motor  vehicles  properly  licensed  in  the  state  of  which  the  o^^/ner  is  a  legal 
and  bona  fide  resident  shall  be  granted  full  reciprocity  in  the  lawful  use  of  the  highways 
of  both  states 5  provided j,  however^  the  establishment  of  a  domicile  or  place  of  abode  and 
while  gainfully  employed  within  the  reciprocating  state  of  a  consecutive  period  of  thirty 
(30)  days  shall  be  deemed  the  establishment  of  a  residence  within  said  state  for  the  pur- 
pose of  motor  vehicle  registration^  Provided^,  however,,  the  non-resident  owner  of  a  personal 
passenger  car  who  is  a  member  of  the  Mi.litary  or  Naval  Forces  of  the  United  States  on  duty

That  if  any  truck,  truck  -   tractor^,  trailer^  or  semi=trailer  is  located  or  fixed  in  the 
non-resident  state  party  to  this  agreement  for  thirty  (30)  or  more  consecutive  daysc,  it  shall 
be  conclusively  presumed  that  the  location  or  place  of  the  vehicle  has  been  changedc,  and  the 
owner  or  operator  sha3J.  be  required  to  register  such  vehicle  in  the  non-resident  state o  It  is 
further  provided  that  any  trucks  truck=tractor  trailer,  or  semi--trailer  which  is  registered  in 
one  state  if  moved  to„  and  located  or  fixed  in  the  other  state  for  thirty  (30)  or  more  consec= 
utive  days  shall  be  required  to  be  registered  in  the  state  to  which  it  was  moved*.

Reciprocity  is  granted  to  dealers  and  manufacturers  properly  registered  in  their  resident 
state  to  travel  over  the  public  highways  of  either  state 3provided^however«  that  such  travel  is 
strictly  limited  to  movement  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  of  their  own  cars  from  factory  to 
dealer's  place  of  business^  from  distributor  to  a  dealer,  or  from  dealer  to  another  dealer^ 
and  that  each  such  motor  vehicle  moved  in  this  manner  snail  have  dealer -s  or  manufacturer ^'s 
license  tag  or  identification  issued  to  him  in  his  resident  state  affixed  securely  to  such

VII o  This  agreement  shall  not  apply  to  any  vehicle  carrying  a  supply  of  motor  fuel  to  be  con- 
sumed in  the  motor  or  engine  of  such  vehicle  other  thar  that  contained  in  the  usual  tank  or 
receptacle  connected  with  the  engine  of  such  motor  vehicle. 

VIII o  It  is  provided  that  each  state  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the  benefits  of  this  agree- 
ment as  to  any  individual  operator^  owner  or  carrier  if  any  requirements  of  this  agreement  are 
not  complied  with* 

IXo   This  agreement  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  upon 
the  highways  of  either  of  the  states  in  excess  of  the  maximum  weighty  lengthy  widths  or  height 
allowed  by  the  laws  of  such  state  in  which  such  vehicle  is  being  operated^  provided^  however^ 
that  upon  application  and  payment  to  the  state  or  states  in  which  the  vehicle  is  being  oper- 
ated;,  for  a  special  permit  or  permits^  loads  in  excess  of  the  maximum  weighty  lengthy  widths, 
or  height  may  be  lawfully  transported  under  such  permit  or  permits  over  specified  highways  of 
the  state  or  states  issuing  the  sameo  All  operators  of  vehicles  carrying  licenses  of  either 
of  the  states  entering  into  this  agreement^  shall  operate  under  the  laws  and  conform  to  the 
regulations  governing  the  operations  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  state  where  they  are  being 
operated,  and  failure  to  do  so  shall  subject  operators  of  such  motor  vehicles  to  prosecution 
and  fine  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  they  are  operating. 

X.    This  agreement  shall  not  effect  any  reciprocal  agreement  Texas  or  Montana  may  make  or 
enter  into  with  any  other  State « 

XI »   Each  of  the  contracting  parties  of  each  state  shall  cooperate  with  each  other  and  hereby 
agree  to  furnish  such  aid  and  assistance  to  the  other  as  may  be  within  their  statutory  auth- 
ority as  will  aid  in  theproper  enforcement  of  this  agreement_p  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  their  Legislative  Acts  pursuant  to  which  this  agreement  has  been  made. 

XII o  This  agreement  shall  jecome  effective  April  Ist^  1947  and  shall  continue  in  full  force 
thereafter  until  modiriea  or  cancelled  by  either  party  upon  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice; 
and  provided  further  thatit  shall  remain  at  all  times  subject  to  any  alterations  or  modific= 
ations  which  may  be  made  by  Legislative  Enactment  in  either  State. 

XIIIo  This  agreement  revokes  any  and  all  reciprocal  agreements  on  this  subject  now  in  effect 
between  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  State  of  Montanao

We  are  submittinf^  two  copies  of  a  proposed  reciprocal  agreement  for  your  consideration  and 
adoption*  Virginia  is  in  position  to  offer  reciprocity  privileges  outlined  in  this  agreement 
to  vehicles  from  your  state  while  operating  in  or  through  this  State « 

This  agreement  extends  full  reciprocity  to  priva.tely  owned  passenger  cars,  six  months  to  a 
visitor  or  a  sojourner  and  sixty  days  to  non-residents  -hrfio  are  temporarily  domiciled  and  en- 
gaged in  gainful  occupation  in  this  State „  It  extends  full  reciprocity  on  privately  owned 
property  carrying,  vehicles  when  used  in  the  transportation  of  the  owners*  goods  or  merch-- 
andise* 

It  recognizes  the  use  of  dealers^  license  plates  when  used  by  the  dealer  in  connection  with 
his  business* 

It  recognizes  common  and  contract  carriers  of  property  while  operating  in  interstate  commerce 
and  it  waives  the  license  plate  tax  and  any  mileage  or  gross  receipt  taxes*  The  only  require- 
ment placed  on  common  or  contract  carriers  of  property  is  that  the  carrier  must  register  with 
our  State  Corporation  Commission  each  vehicle  used  and  secure  an  identification  plate  at  a 
cost  of  $1«00  per  vehicle.  The  plate  is  good  for  the  life  of  the  vehicle  and  does  not  have 
to  be  renewed*  The  carrier  is  required  to  purchase  gasoline  in  Virginia  commensurate  with 
the  miles  traveled  in  this  State  and  report  the  purchase  of  such  gasoline  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  to  the  State  Corporation  Commission* 

We  trust  that  you  will  find  this  agreement  in  order  and  acceptable „   If  so,,  will  you  execute 
or  have  the  proper  officials  execute  the  two  copies  and  return  to  this  office  at  which  time 
we  will  have  the  Governor  of  the  State  affix  his  signature  and  return  one  copy  for  your  files*

The  following  quoted  statute  is  self=execnting  and  adequately  provides  for  reciprocal  exempt-

"85»05  (1)  Any  motor  vehicle^  trailer  or  semitrailer  registered  in  any  state  of  the 
United  States^,  the  District  of  Columbia^  or  any  foreign  state  or  province  which  carries  the 
number  plates  indicating  such  registration,  may  be  operated  over  the  highways  of  Wisconsin  ■ 
without  registration  in  this  state^  during  the  year  of  such  registration  if  such  state^,  dis- 
trict or  province  allows  motor  vehicles^  trailers  or  semitrailers  registered  in  this  state 
to  be  operated  tax  free  upon  its  streets  and  highways  under  conditions  substantially  as 
favorable  to  residents  of  Wisconsin  as  granted  herein  to  non-residents j,  except  as  provided 
in  section  85«055  ^lnless  the  owner  of  the  motor  vehicle  has  moved  to  Wisconsin^  or  the  ve- 
hicle is  purchased  by  a  Wisconsin  resident ^  in  which  case  the  vehicle  must  be  registered  in 
accordance  with  section  85o01o" 

The  following  quoted  subsection  is  restrictive  upon  the  above  quoted  statutes

"(b)  Provided^,  that  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  of  this  subsection 
the  motor  vehicle  department  shall  have  authority  to  enter  into  reciprocal  agreements  with 
the  responsible  officers  of  other  states  as  to  licenses^  permit  feeSo  mileage  and  flat  taxes,, 
imder  which  motor  vehicles^  trailers  or  semitrailers  owned  by  citizens  of  such  states  and 
engaged  in  commercial  transportation  or  ;vhile  engaged  in  the  exclusive  transportation  of  un- 
manufactured agricultural  products  may  be  operated  in  this  state  without  a  Wisconsin  regis-" 
tration^  provided  like  privileges  are  accorded  to  vehicles  owned  by  Wisconsin  citizens  in 
such  other  states^  but  the  motor  vehicle  department  shall  have  no  authority  to  enter  into

I  am  herwith  returning  one  copy  of  the  reciprocity  agreements,  duly  siguedo 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstandings  I  wish  to  advise  that  by  the  words  "inter- 
state commerce"^  we  mean  travelling  through  the  Province  or  State  with  closed  doors;  I  be- 
lieve this  is  the  interpretation  of  the  recommendation  by  the  Chicago  Workshop  Conference • 

I  regret  to  advise  that  we  cannot  accede  to  your  request  regarding  proportional  registration 
and  would  prefer  to  leave  this  matter  in  abeyance  for  the  present  time. 

We  have  now  prepared  permits  which  can  be  secured  from  Mr»  H„  Ro  Clark^  Chairman  of  the  High^- 
way  Traffic  Board,  Edmonton^  Alberta  upon  request;  we  will  require  all  motor  vehicles  coming 
into  the  Province  to  have  one  of  these  permits  which  will  be  issued  free  of  charge.

RECIPROCITY  AGREEMENT 
between 

THE  PROVINCE  OF  ALBERTA  AND  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 

A  RECIPROCITY  AGREEMENT  between  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  the  State  of  Montana^  whereby  each 
Province  and  State  grants  to  the  other  full  reciprocity^  subject  to  restrictions  as  set  out 
herein,  as  to  motor  vehicles  operated  within  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  the  State  of  Montana^ 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that  any  legally  registered  resident  motor  vehicle  of  either  the  Province 
of  Alberta  or  the  state  of  Montana^  while  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  but  not  opf^r^f.i  ng,  f^^r 
hire  between  fixed  termini  in  the  Province  or  state  granting  reciprocity^,  shall  be  permitted 
to  operate  into  the  other  Province  or  State  on  interstate  operations^  on  lawful  business  and 
on  the  same  basis  as  permitted  by  the  registration  of  its  Province  or  State  of  domicle  without 
the  payment  of  motor  vehicle  privilege  license  fees  of  any  kind^  includingregistration  fees^, 
license  plate  fees,  compensation  fees,  ton  mileage  fees^  gross  vehicle  weight  tax  fees  or 
itinerant  trip  permit  fees;  provided  that  such  operation  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  Province  or  State  extending  such  reciprocity* 

This  agreement  does  not  include  Montana  M»RoCo  fees  or  similar  fees  required  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta* 

It  is  agreed  that  either  party  may  terminate  this  agreement  by  giving  thirty  days  written 
notice  to  the  other  party.  It  is  agreed  that  the  authorized  representatives  of  the 
Province  and  State  will  formulate  regulations  goevrning  the  issuance  of  permits  and  method  of 
identification  of  the  excepted  vehicles  provided  for  herein*  This  agreement  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  on  and  after  the   24   day  of___A£ril__.1953<.

We  are  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  21st  instant ^  advising  of  rec'^nt  le^isiat-ion 
governing  license  plate  reciprocity.  In  reply  to  your  enquiry  we  have  to  advise  that  the 
Saskatchewan  Vehicles  Act  rules  as  follows  with  regard  to  non-residents  operating  a  motor 
vehicle  in  this  orovince,, 

83~-(l)    "Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  any  non-resident  may  use 
his  motor  vehicle  or  trailer,  except  for  compensation^  within  the  province  for  a  period  of^ 
or  for  periods  amounting  to^  six  months  in  any  year.-,"  and  during  such  time  he  shall  not  be 
required  to  register  his  vehicle  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  Ifs 

(a)  he  has  complied  ivith  the  law  of  his  place  of  residence  as  to  the  registration 
of  the  vehicle 5  and 

(b)  such  certificate  cr  certificates  are  carriedc  and  such  number  plate  or  plates 
are  exposed  on  the  vehicle^  as  art  required  by  the  law  of  that  place « 

(2)  Subsection  (l)  shall  not  apply  to  a  person^  other  than  a  commercial  traveller^ 
who  is  temporarily  resident  in  the  province  and  carries  on  business  therein  or  is  employed 
by  a  person  carrying  on  business  therein  or  to  a  person  other  than  a  commercial  traveller^ 
who  is  earning  or  deriving  income  in  any  manner  within  the  piovincee 

(3)  Every  non-resident^  except  a  commercial  traveller^  carrying  on  business  in  the 
province^  and  owning  and  using  therein  in  such  business  a  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  as  a 
commercial  or  public  service  vehicle^  shall  register  the  same  and  pay  the  prescribed  fee 
for  the  registration  of  a  like  vehicle  owned  by  a  resident  of  the  province <>  For  the  purpose 
of  this  subsection  the  word  "non-resident"  includes  a  company  incorporated  otherwise  than 
by  or  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,." 

Under  the  schedule  of  Fees  under  the  Vehicles  Act,,  it  is  provided^ 

"Notwi.thstanding  arxyt^hing  contained  in  this  schedule  j  liJhere  a  vehicle  owned 
by  a  resident  of  a  province  or  state  adjoining  vSaskatchewan  has  been  registered  as  a  com^ 
mercial  vehicle  or  public  service  vehicle  in  the  province  or  state  in  which  che  owner  is 
residents  and  it  is  desired  to  register  such  vehicle  as  a  commercial  vehicle  or  public 
service  vehicle  in  Saskatchewan,,  to  enable  it  to  be  operated  inter-provincially  or  inter- 
nationally^ the  i'ee  payable  shall  be  one -half  the  fee  prescribed  herein," 

..oThese  provisions  shall  apply  only  to  residents  of  provinces  or  states  adjoining 
Saskatchewan^,  which  put  into  and  keep  in  effect  reciprocal  provisions  applying  to  residents 
of  Saskatchewan,"

Province  of  Saskatchewan  to  enable  it  to  be  operated  with  closed  doors  through  the  Province 
of  Saskatchewan,  the  fee  payable  for  each  truck  powerunit^,  trailer  or  semi-trailer  shall  be 
$5«00  per  vehicle*  This  paragraph  shall  apply  only  to  residents  of  provinces  or  states  which 
put  into  and  keep  in  effect  reciprocal  provisions  applying  to  residents  of  Saskatchewan,"
